every railroad in 
the 
territory bounded 
on the north by 
the Great Lakes and Canada, on the

away from 
them so as to not constitute a

hazard.

by fire to 
gram 
in storage 
throughout 
the 
“wheat belt.’’

Hurty, state health 
commissioner, 
blasts this theory 
with the state­ 
ment that diphtheria is caused by a 
distinct germ of a vegetable nature. 
However, he admits that the smoke 
might ouuse irritation of the mucus 
membrane of the 
nose 
and throat 
and thus facilitate the entrance 
of 
diphtheria germs. 
Even 
though 
the 
smoke 
from 
burning leaves does 
not cau>e the 
disease, it is disagreeable and enters 
the houses, 
besmirches 
the walls 
and curtains and causes much dU- 
comfort. 
The city ordinance limits 
the time for burning leaves so that 
the smoke will not hang in the a t­ 
mosphere late in «the afternoon and 
evening when there

stirring. 
Dr. Hurty very wisely points

east by Ohio and West Virginia, on 
the west by Montana, Wyoming and

elevators and warehouses. 


Each road is asked to see that no 


inflammable material is allowed to 
accumulate where grain is stored. 
For example, extra grain car doors, 
which are usually piled up against 
country elevators and terminal ele- 
vators, are to be kept 
away from 


them so as to not constitute a fire 
hazard.
